Jail for man 
who forced 
woman to 
take tablets

A YOUNG woman who was attacked by her 
partner, took an overdose of anti-depressant 
tablets after he locked her in the home. 

Later, when she told 26-year-old Warren Rees what 
she had done, he forced her to take more of the pills and 
poured a soft drink down her throat, said prosecutor 
David Thomas at Cardiff Crown Court. 

Rees, of Brynheulog Court, Brynmenyn, Bridgend, 
was jailed for a total of two years. 

He admitted charges of administering a noxious sub¬ 
stance, assault, and perverting the course of justice. He 
was also in breach of a suspended sentence for four 
charges of assault on her. 

Recorder Winston Roddick QC said: “The attack on 
her was unprovoked. You must have realised an over¬ 
dose of these tablets could have had a serious effect on 
her.” 

He said he did not believe Rees had any lasting 
remorse for what he had done.

Newton phone 
mast group agree 
plan of action 

AT a packed meeting in Newton this 
week (Tuesday) residents made it clear 
that they will continue to oppose a plan 
to erect a phone mast on the grass verge 
that runs along Aldenham Road. 

More than 50 local people were in the hall to 
hear that they plan to accept the need for a mast 
in the area, but will argue strongly that a less 
visually intrusive site should be chosen. 

The meeting, which was chaired by local 
town councillor Graham Walter, was told that a 
UK Government drive to give comprehensive 
3G coverage had identified Newton as a weak 
area, and the 02 mast is intended to cover this 
gap. 

Residents were told that, with similar masts 
all over the UK, it was pointless mounting a 
campaign on health grounds. 

However, it is felt that the decision can be 
challenged on procedural grounds. The group 
has already contacted the Ombudsman to start 
this ball rolling. 

At the meeting was regional AM, Byron 
Davies, who has taken up the issue on behalf of 
the residents, and has written to Bridgend 
County Borough Council chief executive Dr Jo 
Farrar to raise his concerns.

A S always, 
life is hec¬ 
tic, with no 
shortage of con¬ 
troversial legisla¬ 
tion to consider, or 
a Budget to pick 
apart. 

As is often the case, 
the full ramifications of 
the Bills the 
Government has intro¬ 
duced will only be felt 
once they are imple¬ 
mented, and the minuti¬ 
ae of the Budget is only 
slowly being under¬ 
stood. 

The impact of 
changes for local fami¬ 
lies will take a while to 
sort through - but in the 
meantime, we have had 
'pastygate', 'kitchen 
suppergate', 

'petrolgate' and other 
headlines to distract us 
all from the harsh reali¬ 
ties of some of the 
changes. 

Away from the 
House of Commons 
chamber, however, I 
have been involved in 
taking evidence from a 
wide range of organisa¬ 
tions, as part of an 
inquiry looking at girls 
and the criminal justice 
system. 

In spite of what the 
headlines may say, most 
girls do not commit 
crime and by the same 
token, girls are not 
becoming more violent. 

However, for the 
girls who come into 
contact with the crimi¬ 
nal justice system, their

Governments over the 
years of all colours have 
always sought to prove 
themselves to be tough 
on crime and security, 
and any Home 
Secretary brave or per¬ 
haps foolish enough to 
question otherwise 
would not last very 
long. 

However, we are 
reaching a tipping point. 
Our prisons are virtually 
full. Reoffending rates 
remain high. Perhaps 
we need to contemplate 
new approaches. 

In 2007, a report by 
Baroness Corston 
looked at women in the 
criminal justice system. 
She concluded that: 
“There are many 
women in prison, either 
on remand or serving 
sentences for minor, 
non-violent offences, for 
whom prison is both 
disproportionate and 
inappropriate. 

“Many of them suffer 
poor physical and men¬ 
tal health or substance 
abuse, or both. Large 
numbers have endured 
violent or sexual abuse 
or had chaotic child¬ 
hoods. ” 

The aim of the 
inquiry I am involved in 
is to look at ways to 
prevent girls ending up 


the scientific community 
advocate nuclear as part 
of clean energy genera¬ 
tion, many environmen¬ 
talists disagree. 

“They cite safety, 
waste disposal and eco¬ 
nomic costs as reasons to 
abandon, rather than 
improve, the nuclear 
programme.

in prison, but if they 
commit crime, how best 
to deal with them. We 
were shocked by the 
numbers of girls under 
16 who had been arrest¬ 
ed in England and 
Wales, some 50,000 a 
year. 

Police officers often 
end up arresting girls 
for welfare reasons: to 
get them off the streets. 
Research has shown 
that this initial contact 
often ends up with an 
entrenched link with the 
criminal justice system. 

The panel has taken 
evidence from organisa¬ 
tions from all over 
England and Wales. The 
consensus among them 
is that factors such as 
parental conflict, truan¬ 
cy, bullying, low-self 
esteem and living in a 
high crime area create 
circumstances where 
girls find themselves in 
trouble. 

The overriding con¬ 
clusion is that early 
intervention is essential 
in order to allow girls to 
reach their full potential 
and avoid becoming 
another statistic. 

Organisations such as 
Platform 51 or pro¬ 
grammes of intensive 
fostering as alternatives 
to custodial sentences 
offer solutions, which 
crucially are significant¬ 
ly cheaper in the long 
run than incarceration.

Advice Bureaux. 

The total ‘cost’ of the 
amendments is less than 
£25 million. But the 
cost of not helping peo¬ 
ple with welfare bene¬ 
fits queries or helping 
children navigate the 
justice system is so 
much more. Even the 
Taxpayers’ Alliance is 
opposed to the cuts. 

The second part of 
the Bill is about reform¬ 
ing the civil justice sys¬ 
tem on ‘no-win, no-fee’ 
cases to fix whiplash 
fraud and lower motor 
insurance. But the 
Government is also 
forcing victims of

Whether we like it or 
not, Royal Mail is loss¬ 
making. We are sending 
fewer letters as increas¬ 
ingly we communicate 
electronically. Away 
from the headlines, fun¬ 
damental changes are 
afoot that will affect our 
local post offices. 

Branches are being 
reorganised. Smaller 
ones will be moved into 
shops. People living in 
rural areas may find 
they have to travel fur¬ 
ther afield for services. 

Fears have been 
expressed that this pro¬ 
gramme will result in 
fewer services being 
available and the future 
of the network many 
rely on being gambled 
away. 

Worryingly, there is 
no consultation on this, 
and changes to a nation¬ 
al institution are already 
well under way.

Maesteg man’s 
‘drug’ offences 


AN UNDERCOVER police operation in 
the centre of Bridgend resulted in a man 
being arrested for offering to supply what 
was believed to be the class A drug ‘hero¬ 
in’. 

Cardiff Crown Court heard that when the sub¬ 
stance was analysed, it was found to be completely 
harmless, and was not heroin at all. 

Thomas Barlow (43) of Charles Row, Maesteg, 
admitted two charges of offering to supply heroin 
and was sentenced to a year’s imprisonment, sus¬ 
pended for two years, and made subject to a two- 
year supervision order. 

Judge Rhys Rowlands told him: “All concerned 
believed he was supplying heroin, but it was not. 
You were trying to fund your own heroin habit. 

“On any view, if you stand back and look at it, 
this was an extremely serious offence. 

“People who supply heroin are likely to go to 
prison for a long time.” 

But, said the judge, Barlow had already been on 
remand for 103 days, and played a lesser role in the 
incident. 

Prosecutor John Probert said the undercover 
operation took place on February 2 last year. 

The officer concerned met a man and a woman 
who agreed to introduce him to a drug dealer. They 
went to a quiet area and the officer bought a number 
of wraps of ‘’heroin’ from Barlow, but analysis 
revealed it was not. 

Barlow was said to have convictions for 46 
offences, including possessing drugs. 

Mr Probert said the other two involved received

Bridgend super¬ 
market. 

Andrew Frampton 
(30) shouted at them: 
“Come any closer, and 
I’ll have you.” 

Frampton, formerly of 
Heol Glannant, Bettws, 
Bridgend, currently liv¬ 
ing in Parkside, Dorset, 
admitted using threaten¬ 
ing words and behaviour. 

He was sentenced to a 
community order for two 
years involving two 
years’ supervision and 
directed to carry out 60 
hours unpaid work. 

Said judge Neil 
Bidder: “The officers 
were concerned about 
you, but you threatened 
them with that bottle.” 

Prosecutor David 
Thomas said that about 
11.10pm on November 
27, the officers were out¬ 
side the Asda Store and 
became concerned about 
Frampton, who was hold¬ 
ing the bottle and bleed¬ 


ing from his forearm. 

He became aggres¬ 
sive, made threats, point¬ 
ed the bottle at them and 
ran off. 

“He was later arrested 
on the roof of a building 
and said he had wanted to 
be alone and had a num¬ 
ber of issues to be dealt 
with.” 

Mr Thomas said he 
was originally charged 
with possessing an offen¬ 
sive weapon. It was stat¬ 
ed he had convictions for 
23 offences, including 
robbery, causing a breach 
of the peace, for drugs 
offences, dishonesty and 
having a bladed item. 

“It is a serious record,” 
said Mr Thomas. 

He was said to be in 
breach of a community 
order imposed last year 
for having bladed arti¬ 
cles. 

His counsel, Byron 
Broadstock, said: “For 
two years he had been 
diagnosed with depres¬ 
sion.” 

The judge added: 
“This is the second occa¬ 
sion in a public place 
that, because of a desire 
to cause yourself harm, 
you caused great concern 
to other people.”

AM tackles council over mobile phone mast 


SHADOW Welsh Regeneration minister 
Byron Davies is backing Newton residents 
in calling for answers about the way that 
Bridgend County Borough Council 
(BCBC) handled a controversial planning 
application for a mobile telephone mast. 

Residents contacted Mr Davies, who is a Welsh 
Conservative Regional AM for South Wales West, 
after plans for a mast on the grass verge at 
Aldenham Road were approved by officers without 
reference to the Development Control Committee. 

He has now written to council chief executive Dr 
Jo Farrar to ask why a decision was taken under del¬ 
egated powers when local member Coun Ken Watts 
had objected. 

Coun Watts was supported by 44 written objec¬ 
tions and a petition with 47 signatures. Porthcawl 
Town Council had also objected. 

Residents have pointed out that previous applica¬ 
tions for a mast in this vicinity have been dealt with 
by committee and have been repeatedly refused. 

The Newton Action Group is now demanding 
answers from Dr Farrar. They have asked who 
decided to use delegated powers on this occasion 
and why that decision was made.

Bridgend police 
in crack down 
on the fake IDs 


BRIDGEND police 
are cracking down 
on the use of fake or 
borrowed ID to 
gain entry to pubs 
and clubs in the 
town. 

Officers are working 
closely in partnership 
with licensed premises 
managers and door 
supervisors to tackle the 
issue over the coming 
summer months. 

Those specifically tar¬ 
geted by the campaign 
are under-age drinkers 
using ID borrowed from 
friends and relatives. 

Sergeant Claire 
Lamerton, licensing offi¬ 
cer for Bridgend, said: 
“Many people do not 
realise that by using fake 
or borrowed ID, they are 
actually breaking the 
law. Those found using 
such documents are 


liable to arrest and could 
find themselves in front 
of a magistrates’ court.” 

Officers are also keen 
to emphasise that using 
false ID can leave you 
with a hefty bill as well 
as a criminal record. 

“If we take possession 
of a passport, for exam¬ 
ple, it will be returned to 
the Passport and Identity 
Agency and destroyed. It 
costs £77.50 for a new 
one, so the repercussions 
can be costly.” Sergeant 
Lamerton added. 

As part of the initia¬ 
tive, School Liaison 
Officers will be conduct¬ 
ing classroom talks with 
local teenagers to deter 
them from using false 
ID. 

Posters will also be on 
display around town 
centre venues to warn 
people of the conse¬ 
quences.

‘Budget unfair 
to all except 
the rich,’ says mp 


BRIDGEND MP 
Madeleine Moon 
has criticised the 
Chancellor for pro¬ 
ducing a Budget 
that is “unfair to 
everyone except 
millionaires.” 

She pointed out that 
the Budget included a 
cut in the top rate of tax 
to 45p in the pound 
meaning 14,000 people 
earning more than 
£1 million pounds will 
enjoy a tax cut of over 
£40,000 each year, while 
pensioners will see their 
personal allowance 
frozen, costing them on 
average £83 a year. 
Anyone turning 65 next 
year will lose up to £322 
a year, she said. 

“Amongst the other 
measures announced, 
anyone popping into a 
bakery for a pasty at 
lunchtime will find their 
hot snack more expen¬ 
sive as they are now sub¬ 
ject to VAT at 20 per 
cent. There was no 
attempt to address rising 
fuel prices as the 
planned rises in fuel duty 
remain in place. 


“These changes will 
mean the Government 
will receive twice as 
much money from pen¬ 
sioners than from the 
richest in society. 
Millionaires are the only 
winners from this 
Budget. 

“One million young 
people are unemployed 
and the economy has 
stalled. This Budget 
utterly fails to address 
these issues. 

“This unfair Budget 
comes on top of the cuts 
the Coalition 

Government has already 
made to working tax 
credits, the increase in 
VAT to 20 per cent that 
costs the average family 
£450 a year and the 
freeze on public sector 
pay. 

“In contrast, the five - 
point plan put forward 
by Ed Balls would put a 
tax on bank bonuses to 
fund 100,000 jobs for 
young people, reduce 
VAT temporarily to give 
the economy the boost it 
needs and give a tax 
break for every small 
business that takes on 
employees,” she added.

Whitehead’s counsel, Alex Greenwood said: “He 
is a man of impeccable character. He decided to set 
up on his own in business but the recession started 
to bite and it failed. ”

At the time, there were family problems with one 
member terminally ill, and in 2010, the business 
ceased. 

“Sadly, he let matters get on top of him, ” said Mr 
Greenwood. 

The court heard that he now works as an aircraft 
fitter.

Highway 
problems 
concern AM

SHADOW trans¬ 
port minister Byron 
Davies has been 
looking at highway 
problems in Pen-y- 
Fai. 

Mr Davies was invit¬ 
ed to the village by local 
resident and campaigner 
Altaf Hussain, who has 
conducted a survey of 
residents. 

Mr Hussain, who is a 
retired orthopaedic sur¬ 
geon, said that residents 
were concerned with a 
number of road safety 
issues. 

He said: “Pen-y-Fai is 
being used as a rat run 
by people living in 
Bryntirion and 
Broadlands. They come 
along the lane and then 
go through the village en 
route to the motorway. 

“This means that at 
peak times we have 
heavy flows of traffic 
through Pen-y-Fai. 
People are worried about 
the safety of children 
going to and from the 
village school. They 
have to walk along the 
main road, which has a 
very narrow pavement. 

“There was an inci¬ 


dent recently, when a 
child had his lunch box 
hit out of his hand by a 
car, which was travelling 
very close to the pave¬ 
ment. Naturally, parents 
are fearful that a tragedy 
could occur and are call¬ 
ing for action.” 

Mr Hussain said that 
traffic calming measures 
were needed to reduce 
the risk. 

He said: “We need to 
create a one-way stretch 
along the main road so 
that only one lane of 
traffic at a time can trav¬ 
el. 

“They could put in the 
road narrowings which 
will also have the effect 
of slowing traffic down. 
We have to deter people 
from using the village as 
a shortcut.” 

Mr Hussain has also 
identified sites where 
pedestrian safety barriers 
could be installed and is 
calling for repairs to be 
carried out to pavement 
and road surfaces. 

Byron Davies, who is 
the Welsh Conservative 
Regional AM for South 
Wales West, said that 
having visited the vil¬ 
lage, he was backing the 


campaign. 

He said: “Villagers 
responded in large num¬ 
bers to the survey and 
have said what they 
think should be done in 
no uncertain terms.

MP WELCOMES TAX 
CREDIT CHANGES 


MADELEINE MOON MP has 
welcomed news that some carers 
will be exempt from imminent 
changes to working tax credit, but 
says that the Government must do 
more to understand the pressure 
on couples with a disabled partner 
and working families. 

It was previously announced that 
200 couples with children in Bridgend 
could lose around £4,000 a year from 
April 6. 

This followed a change to working 
tax credit which stated that couples 
with children earning less than around 
£17,700 would need to increase the 
number of hours they work from a 
minimum of 16 to 24 hours a week to 
remain eligible. 

However, in the March Budget it 
was announced that couples where one 
partner is eligible for carers allowance 
and one partner works 16 hours will 


remain entitled to working tax credit. 

Madeleine said: “I am pleased that 
the Government has recognised what a 
bombshell this policy was for families 
in Bridgend and the rest of the UK, 
particularly for those who are con¬ 
strained by their caring duties. 

“I raised the issue in a Welsh Affairs 
debate last month and I am pleased the 
Government is finally starting to lis¬ 
ten. 

“However, this does not address 
another key problem which we often 
see in our area. If one partner cares for 
the other they will have to be able to 
prove they are needed for caring duties 
35 hours a week, and then work 16 
hours on top of this. 

“Any less than 35 hours and they 
will not be exempt, and will have to 
find extra hours in order to keep their 
tax credits.”

I F the domina¬ 
tion of the 
Twilight fran¬ 
chise wasn’t enough 
to make the blood 
of those over the 
age of 18 run cold, 
be warned - there 
is another ‘teen- 
friendly’ series of 
novels heading to 
the big screen - in 
the shape of The 
Hunger Games , 
written by Suzanne 
Collins. 

It tells the story of 
Katniss Everdeen 
(Jennifer Lawrence), 
who takes the place of 
her sister when she is 
picked to take part in the 
titular games, a fight to 
the death among repre¬ 
sentatives (or ‘tributes’) 


from the 12 districts that 
make up Panem (that 
once was north 
America). 

Travelling with Peeta 
(Josh Hutcherson) who 
has also been chosen, 
will Katniss be able to 
survive the games, as 
she learns there is more 
to it than simply trying 
to stay alive? 

A teen franchise, pop¬ 
ulated by attractive 
young actors, gobbled 
up by the mass public - 
there is more than a 
fleeting comparison here 
to the dreaded world of 
Twilight. However, if 
you think I’m going to 
continue by talking 
about rubbish acting and 
melodramatic storylines, 
then you’d be wrong; 
The Hunger Games is a 
different kettle of fish 
altogether. 


A teen film about 
teenagers and children 
killing each other to sur¬ 
vive isn’t a fresh, or 
shocking, idea for any¬ 
one who has seen the 
incredible Japanese film 
Battle Royale which 
deals with similar cir¬ 
cumstances, but given 
this is a mainstream 
affair, it is an often 
unflinching film that 
tests its 12A certificate. 

This is both a positive 
and a negative - good, 
because it is a refreshing 
change of cinematic 
pace - a negative 
because invariably the 
brutality of the blood¬ 
shed and the magnitude 
of the characters’ actions 
are underplayed too 
much.

fare like Seabiscuit, sim¬ 
ilarly changes pace and 
does a good job, the 
decaying facades of the 
districts giving way to 
the neolithic austerity of 
The Capitol, and Ross’ 
direction is suitably big 
in scope to match this, 
while the actual games 
aspect is given several 
nice touches by the 
director.

Josh Hutcherson 
delivers a solid turn 
alongside her as the 
naive Peeta who finds 
himself in the middle of 
the bloodshed, while the 
likes of Woody 
Harrelson, Wes Bentley, 
Elizabeth Banks, Stanley 
Tucci and Liam 
Hemsworth are all good 
in parts that range from 
support to extended 
cameo. 

The only real issue 
comes through the 
screenplay, written by 
Ross, Collins and Billy 
Ray, which downplays 
the impact of the games.

The spectre of death 
may be hanging over the 
characters, but we never 
really see the inner 
workings of the fear of 
the characters in 
response to this, while 
the themes of rebellion 
and the portent of things 
to come is a touch too 
laboured and pre¬ 
dictable.

The trouble is the 
sheer range of duties that 
computers now perform. 
Whereas a vacuum 
cleaner has been around 
for longer and still sucks 
dust out of your carpet, 
the computer - devised 
to improve the reliability 
of calculations - has 
become the Swiss army 
knife of electronics. 

Computing is at the 
heart of digital cameras, 
telephones, web brows¬ 
ing, music making, 
broadcasting and so on. 
There isn’t one that 
makes the coffee (as far 
as I am aware), but your 
home appliances are 
now programmable 
remotely. 

Trials are in progress 
to prove that computers 
can drive your car for 
you. It seems to be work¬ 
ing. Sat-Nav. systems 
will need improvement 
to maintain overall safe¬ 
ty- 

Continued product 
development is quicken¬ 
ing; manufacturers are 
able to improve their 
computers, operating 
systems and software 
applications at ever- 
shortening intervals. 

The first serious ver¬ 
sion of Windows (3.1) 
was released in 1992 and 
went through a series of 
tweaks until a major step 
forward with Windows 
XP in 2001 (13 years). 

The next major 
change was Windows 7 
in late 2009 (via 
Windows Vista). 

Windows 8 is expect¬ 
ed later in 2012, after 
only three years. Yet

happy to carry on using 
XP. 

Apple computers have 
similarly gone through a 
process of development 
starting with the Apple 
Macintosh (Mac) and 
spreading its wings into 
the wider market with 
the iPod (music player); 
iPhone (telephone, tex¬ 
ting, browsing and 
emailing, with built-in 
camera) and then the 
iPad (a hand-held com¬ 
puter with all of the 
above and more). 

Apple stays ahead of 
its competitors by inno¬ 
vation and better design. 
That’s not just me talk¬ 
ing, but the general view 
of the press - and the 
public who buy the prod¬ 
ucts and regard the better 
quality worth the higher 
price. 

The iPad is now in its 
third version in three 
years, the latest having a 
much improved screen 
definition, as well as 
other bells and whistles. 

My approach to a 
prospective purchase is 
to read about it to get the 
feel of people at large 
(not just the manufactur¬ 
er’s hype). Then I go for 
the best specification I 
can afford; trying to 
avoid paying for features 
that will never be used. 

Then I stick with it 
until either significant 
improvements have been 
made or the kit is show¬ 
ing severe signs of age. 
It means that I do not 
have the very latest 
gadgets, but I have been 
happy with my policy 
for the last 20 years 
without bearing the high 
cost of keeping pace 
with continued product 
improvement. 

Anyone care to hazard 
a guess when a single 
universal gadget will be 
on the market to do 
everything?

FROM HOMELY PENARTH TO THE 
WIDE OPEN SPACES OF AMERICA 


THE ‘Wartime Weekend’ to commemorate the 
70th anniversary of the American troops coming 
to the Vale of Glamorgan will take place over the 
weekend of June 16-17 at the Barry Waterfront. 
Further details can be found on the ‘barryatwar’ 
website. Glen Booker continues his series about 
some of the Vale women who married Gls during 
the Second World War. Glen explained: “In June 
2010, I made contact with Mrs Joy Stanley in 
Washington State, USA. Her youngest son, Mr 
Steve Stanley, has written this very interesting 
account of the life and times of his mother... ” 

MOM was born on April 20, 1925 in 
Cardiff and her father, Frank Townend, 
was born in Stepney, east London. Her 
mother Gladys Morgan hailed from St 
Mellons, which is now part of Cardiff; 
growing up in the west end of London in 
the Shepherd’s Bush area and returning 
to Wales in 1942 to live in Penarth while 
her father was posted with the RAF as an 
anti-aircraft battery training officer. 

Currans 

AT the age of 17, mom made the daily trek to 
Cardiff from Penarth to work at the Currans 
Foundry (Dumballs Road, Cardiff Bay) manufactur¬ 
ing tank tracks, as the war effort was in full swing. 

She often recalls the hard, heavy work and the 
rotating shift work. It was her job to pour the 
moulds for the track links. To this very day, her back 
suffers from the heavy lifting. 

Joy Vanessa Townend met Sergeant Utah Stanley, 
US Army, at the Esplanade pub and hotel in Penarth 
spring of 1944. Mom and some of her girlfriends 
were having a shandy (usually more lemonade than 
beer) and dad was on a pass from G-40 near Barry. 

My dad went to Africa in 1942 with the 2nd 
Armored Div. He was assigned to the motor compa¬ 
ny at G-40 after convalescing from wounds suffered 
in Italy. 

He was awaiting the D-day invasions. Mom 
recalls him going to France, but he did not talk 
about the separation a great deal. 

Wedding 

AFTER the end of war in Europe, dad returned to 
Penarth and he and mom were wed on August 18, 
1945. They often talked about the counselling with 
Army Chaplains about the pending marriage, but 
through some red tape and with some pleading from 
my father with US Army officials, they finally got 
the blessing of Uncle Sam. 

USA 

DAD departed the UK in January 1946 and mom 
followed on a Liberty ship in March of that same 
year. The crossing of the Atlantic in the early spring 
was very rough going - she was pretty much sea 
sick for the better part of the voyage. 

Arriving in New York City in late March, she and 
many of the other women boarded trains bound for 
Chicago - Chicago was the dispersal point for all 
the war brides going past the Mississippi river. 

On the train that she boarded, she was the one 
going the farthest, the second to last being a woman 
debarking in Montana. She arrived in Wenatchee, 




Washington late at night 
on April 3, 1946. 

Shock is how she 
described the trip across 
the US, especially after 
leaving Chicago - its 
vastness and no towns of 
any real size, let alone a 
city such as she was 
accustomed to. She 
recalled the enormous 
mountains and free run¬ 
ning rivers of the west¬ 
ern US. 

My dad and his sister 
Dorothy were there to 
meet her. Mom always 
talks about the first pan 
she and dad bought the 
very next morning before travelling the 67 miles up 
the Columbia River to her new home in Brewster, 
Washington. To this very day, that pan is still used 
almost daily! 

Meeting the family 

MEETING her in-laws was intimidating. Her sis¬ 
ters-in-law welcomed her with open arms, as well as 
dad’s three brothers. However, the welcome mat 
ended there. Matt and Mary Stanley, my dad’s par¬ 
ents, acted very indifferently towards her at first. 
Over the years, those feelings changed. 

Neither mom nor dad knew anyone in the area. 
Dad had enlisted in the US Army in Texas, where he 
was born and raised; the family had moved to 
Washington State during the war years. 

The land of milk and 
honey was dry of milk 
and shy of honey 

MONEY was very hard to come by and times were 
lean. Jobs were few at the end of the war for many 
of the returning Gls. Most of dad’s savings were 
used by the family over the years to meet their 
needs. Their first home was a three-room farm 
worker’s cabin. Utah had to take a job working in an 
apple orchard where his father was foreman. 



She often talks of how bad my father felt for not 
having a better life to bring her to. Prior to the war, 
dad worked for the railroad in Texas, but by not 
returning to that part of the US he was not able to 
retain that job. 

They would often recall that first cold winter with 
only wood heat and a wood cook stove in the drafty 
little cabin they called home. 

I have always had the distinct impression that 
they would have not changed a part of that looking 
back. 

In July of 1946, my brother Frank was bom in 
Okanogan, Washington, the first of three children. 

Homesickness 

HOMESICKNESS and loneliness were the order of 
the day while dad was at work and mom wondered 
what she had done. 

Love and her fortitude prevailed and she kept on 
track. She is the strongest woman I have ever had 
the pleasure to know. One can only imagine what 
that must have been like to leave all you know and 
go to a strange place so far from home. 

Keep in mind that this was before the days of just 
jumping on a plane to go for a visit - often she talks 
of tears she shed in private. 

After a brief time in Nevada in 1947, dad got a 
job working for the Great Northern Railroad after 
returning to Washington State. 

Mom recalls not liking the deserts or Nevada. 
She said she hated it. Strong words for my dear 
mom. 

In 1950, my sister Pam was born in Quincy, 
Washington. Shortly after Pam’s arrival, dad started 
working constmction on the great hydro electric 
dams of the Pacific Northwest. 

At about this time, they purchased their first 
home in Pateros, Washington, where they resided 
for over 35 years. 

Finally settled down, mom decided she wanted to 
work for extra income. Being the largest apple pro¬ 
ducing region in the world, it was only natural that 
mom started working in the packing plants. 

Going to apple packing school in 1954, she 
worked the long, gruelling hours on hard concrete 
floors for the next 30 years. This was certainly not 
what one could call a cushy job. The only consola¬ 
tion is the fact that the work was indoors. 

However, during the summer months she worked 
in the orchards with my brother and sister. That was 
a way for the kids to make some of their own 
money. They had to be accompanied by an adult and 
mom was there like she always is. 

Back home 

IN 1957, she made her first return visit home. She 
recalls the excitement of seeing her people again. 11 


A joyful return to Penarth in 1977. 

years had passed and it was much easier than her 
first transit - this time they travelled by plane, 
returning to London where grandma and grandpa 
resided. 

Of course, there was a return to Penarth to meet 
with some of her old friends June Mathews, 
Rosemary Carr and another war bride from Penarth, 
Betty (nee Turpitt), who resides in New York State. 

June and Rosemary remained in Penarth. The 
four of these women all worked at Currans together 
during the war years. 

In 1963, Steve was bom, the last of the clan. In 
1969, grandma Glad came to visit. That was my first 
time meeting her. Oh what we had missed! We made 
trips to visit in 1977 and 79. 

Mom and dad made their last trip in October of 
1981 and gran passed away that October. 

Dad retired in 1982 and mom followed in about 
1985. I know my dad was in love with her until his 
passing on September 3, 2004. Mom wept on that 
day like none other. 

Proud of heritage 

I AM so proud of my heritage. To have a proper lady 
in the house has been a true blessing. 

Mom and dad also have two grandchildren: 
Trevor and Stacy Stanley. 

Mom is the most gentle soul I have ever known. 
She loves animals and cares for all the little birds in 
the backyard. I would say that a good share of her 
pension goes to the purchase of bird seed. 

She talks of the ‘Old Country’ quite often. She 
was the perfect companion for my dad and helped 
him through many nightmares. My father carried 
the war with him until his passing, like so many vet¬ 
erans. 

Her friends abound in the Manson, Washington 
area. She is involved in a civic club fortnightly and 
is also a faithful attendant of weekly bible study. 

Growing up, us kids never went without a warm 
hat or mittens that mom would knit for us. Actually, 
we never went without anything.
